c. The ILCC will begin interviews for our new licensing assistant position and we are going to hire
seven new trainees. Three to four inspector trainees and four investigator trainees.

d. Legislative session ended last month with the passage of HB2620, which had a lot of
implications for the ILCC, as it relates to licensing and enforcement. The office is working
diligently to ensure implementation of the new requirements.

e. There has been an increase in Special Events licenses issued from 236 (April 2021), to 785 (June
2021), as the State moved into Phase 5 of the Covid mitigation plans and places began to fully
reopen.
